LONDON, Friday, July 7—(#)—Soviet troops were reported by 
the Berlin radio early today to be within 10 miles of the Baltic gate- 
way of Wilno (Viln#) and the Russians themselves announced im-, 
portant advances al] along the central front now stretching 350 miles — 
north from newly captured Kowel in southern Poland, 


The Moscow radio said the Ger- 
mans in Wilno, big rail center in 
the northern neck of prewar Po- 
land, were threatened with the 
game kind of debacle they suffer- 
ed in the White Russian capital 
ef Minsk. 

All the reserves that the Nazi 
eommand could musier were be- 
ing thrown into the battle, Russian 
reports said, but according to Mos- 
cow the fall of the city was im- 
minent and the Germans were 
making preparations to evacuate 
even while waging a desperate de- 
laying fight. 

The capture of Kowel, large 
German stronghold and rail junc- 
tion 75 miles southeast of Brest 
Litovsk, was announced by Pre- 
mier Stalin last night in a special 
order more than 24 hours after the 
Germans had announced its evac- 
uation.

The high command of the Army 
and Navy greeted him when he 
stepped from his plane while a 17- 
gun salute—in accord with his 
military rank—boomed out from a 
battery of cannon. 

Then the French general was 
whisked by automobile to the 
White House where President 
Roosevelt and members of the 
cabinet were waiting .in the diplo- 
matic reception room. 
SEATED AT FIREPLACE 

When de Gaulle entered, 
President was seated before a huge 
fireplace. Standing behind the 
chief executive was his daughter, 
Mrs. Anna Boettiger. 

Their greeting over, the general 
was presented to Secretary of 
State Hull, who said, “Welcome— 
glad to have you with us.” 

De Gaulle appeared only slight- 
ly fatigued by his air journey. 
After he passed along the line of 
cabinet officers, President Roose- 
velt called to him: 

“Come over here. I think they 
want to tak~ our picture.” The 
general posed with the President 
and Mrs. Boettiger. The President 
explained that Mrs. Roosevelt was 
at Hyde Park, N. Y. 

Speaking in French, de Gaulle 
asked Mr. Roosevelt how he was 
feeling and the President replied 
he feels much better since his re- 
cent vacation in South Carolina. 


TRICOLOR FLOATED

Sudden- 
ly, I saw that little flame start- 
ing in the sidewall about 75 feet 
inside the entrance. It spread 
awfully fast—right up to the top. 
Everybody was trying to get out 
at once. It was a terrible scene. 
‘People were knocked down, and 
other people walked on them. 
Outside there was tremendous con- 
fusion.” 

Another eyewitness, Policeman 
Arthur Barnard, whbd lives just 
across from the circus grounds, 
said “So many.kids were hurt be- 
cause the flaming tent dropped 
right on-them.” 

Clarence E. Wilson, a business 
office employe of the Hartford 
Times, was about to quit the cir- 
cus grounds after leaving his wife 
and child at the big tent when he 
saw the burst of flames that sig- 
nalled the start of terrifying pan- 
demonium.

BRETTON WOODS, N. H., July 
6.—({(#)—The proposed internation- 
al monetary fund is vital to world

the rush for exits, a race many 
of them were destined not to win. 

The circus, which opened here 
last night after a six-hour travel. 
ing delay had forcéd it to cancel 
its first ong gl persorsneaes 
yesterday, was to have gone 
Springfield, Mass., for perform- 
ances Friday and Saturday. 

As eyewitness accounts con- 
tinued to be pieced together many 
poignant details of the frenzied 
minutes when thousands tried to 
flee possible cremation, came to 
light. 

One man said the din of shout- 
ing and shrieking as crescendo of 
fear welled up from the throng 
was deafening. It mingled, he 
said, with the crash of falling 
grandstand chairs. 

Scores of men, women and 
ehildren tried with varying suc- 
cess to jump from high seats. 
Many children were dropped bodi- 
ly from élevated seats to make 
their way as best they could to 
safety. 

“Their cries,” said a reporter 
who was himself almost caught 
in the mass, “was awful to hear.” 

For many of these children, 
however, there was no escape as 
fire enveloped them. 

As soon as Commissioner Hick- 
ey, who succeeded in shepherding 
@ party of nine children he had 
brought to the circus to the out- 
side, could get state police mar- 
shaled, lanes were cleared through 
to the city’s three hospitals. 

As the injured were sped to 
hospital beds, those who had died 
were removed to the armory. 

Five members of the famous 
Wallenda high wire troupe, Her- 
man, Carl, Joe, Helen and Hen- 
rietta, were about to start their 
act on the high wire above the 
center ring when the fire started. 

“When the flames hit the roof, 
we saw we had to get down fast,” 
Herman said. “We slid down the 
ropes and headed for the per- 
formers’ exit, but people were so 
crowded there that we saw we 
didn’t have a chance. So we 
climbed over the cage that lines 
the exit. That was easy for us 
—we're performers. But the pub- 
lic couldn’t get out that way.” 

Adler, internationally known 
clown who has been with the cir- 
cus for 31 years, was putting on 
his makeup in the dressing tent 
when the fire began. 

“We heard a roar, like the ap- 
plause when one of the big acts 
comes off, only we knew that the 
animal act was over and there 
shouldn’t be applause,” he said. 
“We knew then that something 
was wrong. Then we smelled 
smoke. We moved everything out 
of the tent and then went over 
to see what we could do to help.” 


Atlanta Recalls 
Elephant Loss 


The Ringling Brothers, Barnum 
and Bailey catastrophe in Hart- 
ford is just one of a series of dis- 
asters which have trailed the cir- 
cus during the past few years. 

Atlantans will recall its ap- 
pearance here in 1841 when the 
circus herd of elephants were 
stricken with arsenic poison, caus- 
ing the death of 11 pachyderms. 
The big lumbering elephants were 
noticeably sick when the big 
show arrived in Atlanta early on 
the morning of November 6, 1941, 
and before the day ended three 
had died. Analysis of the stomachs 
of the dead animals showed posi- 
tive arsenic and, before veterina- 
rians could check its effects, 11 of 
the herd had died. 

How the animals obtained the 
poison has remained a mystery, 
although cirous officials employed 
nationally known detectives to 
conduct an investigation and 
prosecute those feeding poison to 
the animals. 

Assistant Police Chief G. Neal 
Ellis was one of those employed 
to conduct the investigation, and 
traveled with the show for two or 
three weeks, but no one was able 
to obtain sufficient evidence to 
Warrant prosecution, although sev- 
eral arrests were made.

LONDON, July 6.—(4#)—Prime Minister Winston Churchill, in a 
statement which he described as “brutally frank,” told the world 
today that Germzn flying bombs in three weeks have killed 2,752 
persons, seriously injured about 8,000, and have done extensive dam- 
age, primarily in London, which he disclosed as the previously cen- 
sored but obvious target of the enemy weapon. 


This was the tcl] from 2,754 of 
the winged missi!les—an average 
of one death a bomb—but “it 
would be a mistake to underrate 
the serious character of this par- 
ticular form of aitack,” Churchill 
said in a lengthy statemertt to the 
house of commons, which had de- 
manded it. 

He raised the possibility that 
London might be attacked in the 
future by giant rocket bombs of a 
different type, om which the Ger- 
mans have beer working. 

* FACTS WITHOUT SUGAR 


Speaking without his usual ora- 
torical sparkle, Churchill did not 
try to sugar-coat the hard facts, 
did not claim to have the “an- 
swer” to the flying bomb, and 

ised only that “everything 
Satsenty possible” was being done 
to combat it. 

A vast secret battle of the flying 
bombs had been in progress for 
more than a year before the first 
of the missiles hit England, he 
said, and now, out in the open, 
“this battle may be a somewhat 
lengthy affair ... it is yet to be 
tested who has suffered and will 
suffer the most in that process.” 

Already, he disclosed, the Allied 
air forces have expended 50,000 
tons of bombs on the launching 
sites and experimental headquar- 
ters in France and Germany, and 
“es considerable portion of our fly- 
ing power has been diverted for 
months from other forms of offen- 
sive activity.” 

’ When he pointed out that from 
day to day the fatalities caused by 
the bombs had averaged one for 
each bomb launched, members of 
the house exclaimed “very satis- 
factory!” 

The prime minister disclosed 
that removal of non-essential per-

has been finally liberated from the 
enemy’s grip.”

The reason given for the expan- 
sion of camps is not merely the 
anticipation of additional prison- 
ers being sent into this country. 
It is to increase the working effi- 
ciency of the prisoners as laborers 
by having them situated near 
places where need for their serv- 
ices is greatest.

_ heard the broadcast over the ra- 
dio that B-29s had bombed Japan, 


and I hope you were pleasantly 
pleased and surprised to hear the 


good news, but about the time you 
heard it your son and dear brother 
was still] over enemy territory. I 


Was very happy indeed to have 


made our first mission, for it is 
significant for two outstanding 
things: It was the first raid ever 
made on the Jap mainland by 
land-based aircraft, and it was the 
longest raid ever made anywhere, 
so I'll have something to tell my 
kids some day, I hope. 


Yes, I’m actually in this war 
@gain, and it feels great to have a 
finger in the pie. Of course, I’m 
flying “Georgia Peach,” made 
right there in Marietta ...so now 
Jimmy, Rip and Larry can have 
something to gloat over. I didn’t 
know if I would be able to make 
the mission, for I was down in 
India doing some work on the 
ship, and when I did get it com- 
pleted I took off a half hour Jater 
for here. We gave her a good 
checkup before the mission and 
after everyone was ready we 
set out. 

It seems a coincidence that 
everything I’ve done in this pro- 
fession of importance has been on 
Sara’s birthday ... she must be 
my lucky charm. Yes, I soloed 
first, then I was on my way to 
England, and now I have been the 
first to bomb Japan, and all at 
two-year intervals. My knees are 
still shaking from the flight just 
ended, but I'll try to give you a 
first-hand account of last night’s 
events. Never before have I had 
such a flight. “Georgia Peach” 
behaved beautifully and conducted 
herself like a veteran. In fact it 
was the best flight she has ever 
made, and after the many hours 
it took us to reach our target and 
return to our base here her four 
big engines were as clean as the 
day she took her maiden flight. 
You would sure marvel at her, 
and at no time throughout the 
flight was I worried .. . about her. 
Well, to get on with the mission. 
Clink and I both led our respec- 
tive squadrons (he is feeling fine 
and dandy and I told him to get 
busy and write his mom... he 
sends his best regards). 


GREAT FEELING 


It was sure a great feeling to 
be leading a squadron of those big 
babies on this important mission. 
We took off and headed out on 
course. The weather was bad for 
ordinary flying but the more of it 
the better I liked it, for we ducked 
in the “soup” clouds and stayed 
there to prevent enemy fighters 
from attacking us. It provided ex- 
cellent cover. As night came on we 
were well over occupied China, 
and occasionally through the 
clouds we spotted cities ... some 
lighted and others blacked out. It 
was about the blackest night I’ve 
ever seen. We neared the China 
coast and headed out to sea 
for the Jap mainland. 

My crew was sharp as a tack 
and really on the ball. When we 
started over water I had the crew 
don their (Mae West) life vests in 
case trouble developed and we had 
to go down at sea. The night was 
still young, but there were a few 
breaks in the clouds and my navi- 
gator. a fine chap from Chicago, 
took some star shots to plot our 
position. We encountered a wind 
shift and it drifted us up over 
Korea, but we knew it immediate- 
jy for the Japs were alert and 
their ack-ack fire came bursting 
up at us. I saw the first shot and 
called the tail gunner. About that 
time a dozen more shots came... 
all missing us luckily ...and we 
got the hell out of there. The re- 
ception was too hot and uncom- 
fortable. 


SET OUT FOR TARGET 

We had definitely located our- 
ye and set out for the target. 
searchlights came on and flashed 
across the sky trying to pick us up. 
Everyone was very tense but stuck 


to his station. Ships on either side 


of me were boxed in by the 
searchlights and the ack-ack look- 


ed like July 4. We started our 
bomb run, bomb bay doors open, 
the navigator giving ine a course 


heading—my knees were beating 

against the control

“bombs away.” God was really my 
copilot. Even though it was pitch 
dark, we had to put on our dark 
glasses to prevent the searchlights 
from blinding us. I told the bom- 
bardier to close the bomb doors 
and let’s get the hell out of there. 

The gunners watched the bombs 
hit smack on the target, and as 
we pulled away flames and smoke 
rose several thousand feet in the 
air. About that time an enemy 
fighter passed above our nose and 
we saw the flames spitting from 
his guns, but they were wide and 
missed us, thank goodness. We 
were away from the target then, 
but the ack-ack was fierce and the 
lights had several ships boxed in. 


I carried out evasive action and 


eluded them myself. 
TARGET IN FLAMES 


. I didn’t dare glance back until 
about 40 miles out and away from 
the target, and then I! turned 
around to get a good look at the 
target, at which time the fire 
was pretty big and could be seen 
very well. We were still well 
within enemy territory; so the 
crew stayed alert. This mission 
reminded me of one I took down 


the Rhur valley one dark night } 


to blast hell out of the Germans. 
The skies were clearing over the 
sea and I knew we'd still be over 
enemy territory when daylight 
came.. 
clouds and bad weather. 

Since we had been flying for a 
long time already we were all 
kinda hungry; so we opened up a 
few cans of rations we had 
brought along. We had to fight 
ourselves to stay awake as the 
pre-dawn morning set in.

The Price of Murder 


Prime Minister Winston Churchill] announced, Thursday, in the 
house of commons, the Germans have sent 2,750 robot bombs 
against England—chiefly against London—and that 2,752 persons 
have been killed by the senseless terror weapon. 

The cost, to Germany, of manufacturing these winged torpedoes 
is not known. They are, however, complicated pieces of mechanism 
and must be fairly expensive, even for war. 

They are launched from special installations protected by 
heavy concrete walls. Which adds to the cost. 

And it calls for a considerable number of men to send them 
on their wild missions of death. 

All that cost, added together, results in one civilian death for 
each robot bomb. There is wonder whether the results can be 
worth the cost, even to a murder-mad Nazi Germany. 

Not all the damage done, not all the deaths of civilians caused 
by these bombs, can affect the military situation. Churchill stated, 
as the house cheered, that there will be no diversion of military 
or air strength from Normandy or the methodical bombing of 
German war targets. 

The only objective of the robots is cold-blooded, inhuman 
murder. 

It is the sort of thing we have learned to expect from the Nazi 
mentality. It is, we believe, the last destructive spasm of a dying

. First: The unicameral or one 
house legislature. This suggested 
change was fathered by Senator 

eorge Norris and has proven 
satisfactory in the state of Ne- 
braska., 

. Georgia has 256 legislators with 
343,000 less white inhabitants than 
Yebraska. Nebraska has a total of 
43 non-partisan legislators, who 
receive a substantial yearly salary, 

lected from congressional dis- 

icts instead of counties. This 
eliminates costs of extra sessions 
of the legislature and induces in- 
télligent men, who devote all their 
time to the business and become 

perts in legislation, to seek the 
office. The great advantages aside 
x ese the saving in dollars is the 
elimination of the nefarious con- 
ference committee, the reduction 
t¢ a minimum of the possibility 
of dishonest men deceiving their 
constituents and the possibility 
fg@r deliberation which is impossi- 
ble with 256 legislators. 

;Second: The reduction of coun- 
tits. In the early days, if one lived 
1§ miles from the county seat, it 
necessitated an all-day trip to and 
ffom the courthouse. Today we 
can make a 50-mile return trip 
with far less time and discomfort. 
Ig there a legitimate reason for 
failing to consolidate counties 
other than to support would-be 
paliticians? They certainly present 
nthe greatest opposition.

Third: Insurance. 

This suggestion would be to elim- 
inate from our constitution sec- 
tions 91-112, 91-403-404, empower- 
ing the Governor to insure all 
state buildings at one-half their 
value, The state of New York does 
not insure its buildings. With an 
estimated value of one-half billion 
doWars, in past 11 years it loss 
from fire has been less than $600,- 
000. Georgia, with a fraction of 
New York property values, paid 
out® last year $142,000. Marble, 
stone, cement and steel do not 
ignite so readily. Fire depart- 
ments are better trained, possess 
better equipment and the fire bug 
more easily caught by means of 
scientific investigation, and con- 
stant police patrol further mini- 
mize the need of insurance. When 
the :Governor is fortunate enough 
to provide $100,000 extra for edu- 
catipn, that’s news.

Who is he and what about him? : 

Well, I am pleased to answer. There is a new stirring in the 
air because of him. I think it will be felt, in time, throughout all 
the South. 

Because he comes with the vision of establishing research into 
the raw materials of the south, both in the regions below and above 
the soil. He has plans to tie in the great industrial plants with 
Georgia Tech so that they will’ participate in, and know of, the 
possibilities of the south. 

We see already that a world more fabulous than ever we dreamed 
it would be is ahead.of us. Engineering, chemistry, physics—these 
three will be the leaders in developing that fabulous future. 

Georgia Tech was located in Atlanta, Ga., through the leader- 
ship of Henry W. Grady, then editor of The Atlanta Constitution. 
Grady had no narrow dream for it. He wanted it to become a great 
school of engineering, ceramics and of chemical and physical de- 
velopment for the whole south.

They Conferred 


NEW YORK, July 6.—Careful 


study of the Roberts report on the 


Pearl Harbor disaster dispels the 
impression, left by a _ superficial 
reading of the text, that Admiral 
H. E. Kimmel and Major General 
Walter C. Short refused to confer 
and co-operate and underestimated 
the gravity of orders from Wash- 
ington in anticipation of war. 

The Roberts committee did not 
even charge that they refused or 
neglected to confer or co-operate. 
On the contrary, it reports that 
they did so. Moreover, on Feb- 
ruary 27, 1942, one month after 
the report was published, Rear 
Admiral William H. Standley, a 
member of the committee, was 
quoted in the San Francisco Ex- 
aminer as having said: “The im- 
pression has been created that the 
relations between Short and Kim- 
mel were so estranged that they 
passed to opposite sides of the 
street to avoid meeting each 
other. The exact contrary was 
the fact. A careful reading of 
the report will show that Kimmel 
and Short conferred for three 
hours on November 27, that they 
conferred again on December l, 
and again on the 2nd and fourth. 
You can make that as strong as 
you want to.” 

I submit this remark knowing 
that newspaper quotations are not 
testimony. However, newspaper 
quotes are not inferior to the Rob- 
erts report, itself, for this com- 
mittee had absolutely no standing 
as a court. Moreover, the report 
admits that the two commanders 
did confer repeatedly and does 
not charge nonco-operation., 


The Charge 


Then what, precisely was the 
charge brought against Kimmel 
and Short by the committee of 
which Rear Admiral Standley was 
a member? 

The report said they were dere- 
lict in failing to consult. “respect- 
ing the meaning and intent” of 
warnings from Washington and 
“the appropriate measures of de- 
fense required by the immediate 
imminence of hostilities.’ But 
even that is just an informal 
opinion, not a legal verdict. 


“Immediate imminence” means 
a to occur immediate- 
ogy 

Neither commander had receiv- 
ed any warning that hostilities 
were immediately imminent. On 
the contrary, up to the moment 
of the attack, they had been warn- 
ed not to take any measures that 
would alarm the civilian popula- 
tion and only to take precautions 
against sabotage, espionage, prop- 
aganda affecting their personnel, 
and other subversive activities. 
Their information and instructions 
concerned internal troubles, not 
attack from the outside, and Short 
was specifically ordered to take 
no “illegal measures.” His “pro- 
tective measures should be con- 
fined to those essential to security 
so as to avoid unnecessary pub- 
licity and alarm,” the report said. 
That was why his planes were 
concentrated, not dispersed. They 
could be better guarded against 
sabotage by fewer men. 

Admiral Kimmel’s warnings 
were about the same. On Novem- 
ber 27, he was ordered not to take 
offensive action until Japan had 
struck the first blow. 


Other Messages 

No further message was receiv- 
ed by Kimmel prior to December 
7, raising the degree of alarm al- 
ready recorded. Messages receiv- 
ed between November 29 and De- 
cember 7 only told him that the 
Japanese weré “believed” to be 
destroying documents in certain 
consulates, authorized the destruc- 
tion of confidential naval papers 
and suggested that the Japanese 
navy was bound elsewhere than 
the Hawaiians. 

In violation of his orders, Kim- 
mel had been dropping ashcans on 
objects suspected of being Japa- 
nése submarines on invisible con- 
tact for some months. In fact, 
the attack by the destroyer Ward 
and a naval patrol plane in which 
a Japanese midget submarine was 
sunk outside Pearl Harbor about 
an hour before the aerial bombard- 
ment of the naval base, was a 
violation of Kimmel’s latest or- 
ders from Washington. It was 
an overt act. He should have let 
the submarine firg a torpedo at 
the Ward, first. 

It is possible that Kimmel and 
Short were remiss or derelict and 
should be dismissed without hon- 
or. But the fact is that up to this 
hour they have never been charg- 
ed officially with the slightest of- 
fense and are, legally, no more 
guilty than any other innocent 
American walking the streets with, 
a clean reputation. 


Without Trial 


Meanwhile, however, the Rob- 
erts report, the propaganda of the 
Roosevelt political administration 
and the public’s inability to dis- 
criminate between hearsay and 
rumor and to resist impressions, 
have convicted these men without 
trial. The Roberts report flatly 
says they were guilty of “derelic- 
tion” in their failure to confer on 
certain matters, although certain- 
ly Justice Owen J. Roberts must 
know that this is a serious charge 
which only a court-martial could 
determine. 

This committee was appointed 
by President Roosevelt “by execu- 
tive order” to report the “facts” 
and “provide basis for sound de- 
cisions whether any dereliction of 
duty or errors of judgment” by 
Army or Navy commanders, “con- 
tributed” to the Japanese success. 

But President Roosevelt had 
been in charge of still higher af.- 
fairs, affecting the causes and 
probability of war, and the direc. 
tive, limiting the inquiry to na- 
val and military actions on the 
spot, precluded examination of 
his own conduct. And the inquiry 
was so conducted that the two of.- 
ficers could not defend them- 
selves. By result they were found 
guilty without trial and the whole 
story remains to be told.

American losses have been 107 
airmen missing, 168 planes shot 
down and four ships superficially 
damaged. 

American Marines and infantry- 
men closed in on Japanese masged 
in caves and fortifications of the 
northern tip of Saipan, once an 
important link in Japan’s inner 
line of defense now being convert- 
ed into an outpost in the United 
States’ drive toward China. 

U. S. soldiers drove toward the 
third and last enemy airfield on 
Noemfoor island off New Guinea, 
within bombing range of the 
Philippines.

Meanwhile, headquarters an- 
nounced that United States troops 
have occupied Manim island off 
Noemfoor. 

Manim was seized July 5 with- 
out opposition. Its occupation pro- 
vides a flank position for the one 
remaining Japanese-held airdrome 
on Noemfoor. 7 

Allied air raiders sank three 
small Japanese vessels and dam- 
aged one, continuing their wide- 
spread attacks against Nipponese 
shipping in waters near New Gui- 
nea. Sixteen barges also have been 
sunk or damaged. 

Some Allied successes were re- 
ported even in southeast China 
where Nipponese troops were try- 
ing to close a vise on the last 
segment of the Hankow-Canton 
railway. Chinese reported winning 
skirmishes both north and south 
of Hengyang, junction city still 
held tenaciously by surrounded 
Chinese troops. 

Bedraggled refugees fled in 
droves from threatened territory. 
Some were suffocated in stam- 
pedes into trains. Others dropped 
to their deaths from roofs of 
coaches. 

Chiang admitted the “situation 
is grave.” President Roosevelt as- 
sured him victories against Ger- 
many and Japan are “hastening 
the day when Chinese and Allied 
armies will sweep the invader 
from your country.”

Doughboys, clinging to approxi- 
mately half the smoking town of 
Rosignano, were reported to have 
thrown back four furious assaults 
by the Nazis. ; 

It was plain now that the last 
miles into Livorno would be hard 
going for Lieutenant General 
Clark’s men, who were meeting 
their first sustained resistance 
since the fall of Rome. 

Five miles east of Rosignano 
there was bitter fighting in the 
outskirts of Castellina. Casole 
D’Elsa, 11 miles southeast of Vol- 
terra, was in Allied hands after 
several days of savage fighting. 

Eighth Army forces itunging 
northward from Lake Trasimeno 
won positions within three miles 
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of the road center of Arezza, 36 
miles southeast of Florence, and 
threatened to cut the main high- 
way between Arezzo and Florence. 

French Colonials on the Fifth 
Army’s inland wing thrust out 
some eight miles north and west 
of captured Siena and were en- 
gaged in stiff fighting at Abbadia 
and on Monte Riggioni to the 
northwest. 

Indian units crushed determined 
German resistance and reached 
the outskirts of Umbertide, north 
of Perugia. Polish troops were 
reported engaged in bitter fight- 
ing eight miles south of Ancona 
on the Adriatic coast. 

Italy-based Allied planes flew 
about 1,200 sorties yesterday, in- 
cluding attacks by heavy bombers 
on targets in southern France. Ten 
heavy bombers and another craft 
were lost and three enemy fight- 
ers were destroyed. Last night 
RAF bombers struck at rail yards 
at Verona. 

It was announced that the Al- 
lied Tactical Air Force in Italy 
alone—not including heavy bomb- 
ers—had flown 58,000 sorties since 
May 12, destroying 51 locomotives 
and 724 railroad cars, knocking 
out almost 500 bridges and nine 
tunnels, and destroying or damag- 
ing more than 1,000 motor ve- 
hicles. 

Prisoners taken since the start 
of the Allied offensive were placed 
at 35,000.

The news agency took pains to 
pin upon Rundstedt the stigma of 
having been unable to hold the 
Atlantic wall against Allied at- 
tack, stating “Rundstedt exercised 
a decisive influence in planning 
the anti-invasion front from Hol- 
land to the Pyrenees. The work 
on the Atlantic wall was under- 
taken after his appointment as 
commander in chief in the west.” 

Frosty, 69-year-old Rundstedt 
was looked upon as the best of 
German military chieftains and 
probably the high priest of Ger- 
man strategy. 

There have been reliable reports 
of quarreling between Rommel 
and Rundstedt. Rommel, immedi- 
ate commander of the defending 
forces along the Atlantic wall, was 
reported by underground sources 
to have insisted that his superior, 
Von Rundstedt, throw in strategic 
reserves to break the Allied beach- 
head, 

Rundstedt, on the other hand, 
was reported to have sought a 
'more orthodox strategy in holding 
his forces for a single decisive 
‘counterattack when the direction 
of the Allied assault had been de- 
| veloped. 

Rommel, always eager to com- 
mit himself early in battle, was 
said during this reported quarrel 
o have been relieved of his com- 
mand, but this report was received 
with much skepticism in Allied 
quarters. However, Rundstedt was 
said to have ordered Rommel to 

get along with what he had, and 
‘the quarrel] over the use of strate- 
‘gic reserves was said to have 
‘reached Hitler himself. 

In general, the Allies kept up 
the progress which had liberated 
1.313 square miles of French soil 
since D-day, just one month ago 
today, an average of about 43 
square miles a day. The Ameri- 
eans liberated three towns—Gla- 
tigny, four miles southwest of La 


‘Haye; Scorman, nearby, and La 
‘Butte, six miles east at the edge) 
‘of the big bog, the Marais de- 
Gorges. 

Far behind the front the French | 
underground was fighting so well | 
‘that the supreme command re- 
‘leased a special communique de- 
tailing its accomplishments—five 
‘districts liberated, vital enemy 
troop lines south of Normandy 
choked off, and whole enemy divi- 
sions engaged. 

The French slowed up the move 
ment of material by the Germans 
to the Normandy front by destroy- 
ing tunnels, dislocating traffic in 
freight yards and sabotaging 
canals. A train of trucks loaded 
with Tiger tanks was held up at 
Aurillac, 345 miles south of Paris, 
by the destruction of bridges. 

In Washington, Acting Secretary 
of War Patterson declared the Al- 
‘lies were building up in Europe a 
fire-power four times greater than 
the Germans—including every-

1,000 U. S. Heavies Hit 


Robot Ramps in France 


LONDON, July 6.—(4)—More than 3,000 Allied heavy bombers— 
the greatest number ever hurled at Europe in a single day—struck 
enemy installations in Germany, France and Italy from two directions 
today while thousands of tactical warplanes mauled German transport 
and supplies in a 9,000-square mile triangle below the Normandy 


battlefield. 


Thirty-two enemy planes were 
shot down; 14 Allied planes were 
lost as the Allies filled the skies 
with 6,000 sorties, including five 
separate attacks which unloaded 
more than 6,000 tons of explosives 
on the robot bomb roosts around 
Pas-de-Calais. 

About 1,000 U. S. Fortresses and 
Liberators attacked the launching 
ramps for flying bombs and other 
objectives at Pas-de-Calais with 


3,000 tons of bombs in the most | 


Savage assault of the day. 


The weather was clear over Pas- | 


de-Calais for the first time since 
June 24, and the American heav- 
ies made the most of it. Heavies 
with an escort of up to 750 fight- 
ers bombed 18 
and every bomber returned. 


All bombing was done visually | 
in -this 14th daylight’ attack by 
robot roosts |

Photographs showed the targets 
were well hit. 


The raid followed a blow on 
these nests in the forenoon by the 
RAF heavyweights under Spitfire 
escort.

Another American task force of 
about 250 Liberators crossed the 
North sea and hammered Ger- 
many’s big Baltic naval base at 
Kiel, while another heavy forma- 
tion of at least that strength 
pounded Nazi air fields in France, 
70 of which have been hit since 
D-Day along with 17 in other ene- 
my territory. 

Although the weather over Ger- 
many was good, the Liberators en- 
countered no enemy fighters in 
handing Kiel its fourth pasting 
this year. This rarity over the 
Reich might mean that the Ger- 
mans either were caught napping 
or no longer are strong enough to 
defend even some of the vital 
home sectors.

$210,000 in Pay Raises 
Asked for City Employes

An estimated $210,000 will be added to salary accounts of the 


municipality for the remainder of the year for 4,900 city and school 
employes if increases proposed by department heads and worker 


organizations are approved by the 


The proposals are: 

1, Establishment of an auto 
matic salary scheduie, similar to 
that now in effect for employes, 
for the 29 department heads. It 
would provide five increments 
with the first beginning in July 
and the first of the year for four 
years, and would be so scheduled 
that officials of the government 
would have received a 20 per cent 
increase when the maximum is 
reached. 


2. Increase of the present 12 1-2 
and 15 per cent salary bonuses for 
all city workers to 15 and 20 per 
cent, respectively. At the present 
time workers making less than 
$250 monthly get a 15 per cent bo- 
nus, and those making in excess 
of that figure get 12 1-2 per cent. 
Under the proposed change, which 
has been submitted as a “work- 
ing basis,” those in the lower 
brackets would get a 20 per cent 
bonus beginning in July and those 
in the higher brackets would get 
15 per cent. 

COMMITTEE HEADACHE 


The two proposals will be a 
headache of the finance committee 
when it begins working on the 
July budget this month. Salary 
hikes can be made under the city 
charter only in January and July 
unless an emergency exists, and 
there is always a semi-annual 
drive for increases in January 
and July. 

Alderman Fid A. Gilltiam, fi- 
nance committee chairman, has 
not yet called the committee, but 
is expected to do so before the 
next session of council July 17. 

A special committee of depart- 
ment heads composed of B, Gra- 
ham West, city comptroller; Staf- 
ford W. Graydon, personnel di- 
rector; Charles L. Mathews, tax 
collector, and H, J. Cates, chief of 
the sanitary department, began a 
series of conferences yesterday 
with various political leaders to 
obtain reaction to the department 
heads’ proposal. If it gets the nod, 
it is expected that it will be of- 
fered to the finance group, with 
the prospective backing of a strong 
lobby. 

“WHAT CAN BE DONE” 

Representatives of various work:

lice, fire, sanitary, city hall and

John D. Blitch 
Adrift40 Hours 


Among 95 Navy fliers fished out 
of the ocean after an all-night bath 
in waters unpleasantly close to Ja- 
pan was Lieutenant Commander 
John D. Blitch, 29,*of Decatur. Ac- 
cording to an Associated Press 
dispatch from a carrier task force 
somewhere in the Pacific, the pi- 
lots made water landings or bail- 
ed out while attempting to return 
to their ships after attacking the 
Japanese fleet between the Mari- 
anas and the Philippines June 20. 

Blitch, commander of a bomber 
squadron which attacked tankers 


and sank at least one, “blacked 


out” 25 miles from his carrier 
from the shock of a bullet which 
creased the back of his head. 
“The next thing I knew,” he 
said, “my plane was floating on 
the water. 
and rode around in it for 40 hours 
before a seaplane picked me up.” 


On that raid, the American car- 


rier planes sank a Japanese car- 
rier, a destroyer, and two tankers, 
damaged 13 other ships and shot 
down 26 enemy planes. “From the 
95 American planes that failed to 
return,” the dispatch said, “only 
22 pilots and 27 crewmen were 
lost. All the others were picked 
up, despite the possibility of en- 
emy attacks, in one of the most 
thorough and successful rescue op- 
erations in the Pacific war.”

Crop Insurance Bill Up 


To GOP Specifications 


WASHINGTON, July 6.—A)— 
Crop insurance legislation, now 
pending in the house, will receive 
added Republican support as a re- 
sult of the provision in the Re- 
publican platform favoring such 
insurance if it is on a self-sustain- 
ing basis, Representative Pope, 
Republican, Kansas, predicted to- 
day.

Atlanta ‘Bond Balloons’ Held 
Down by Winch—Yes, WINCH 


By PAUL WARWICK. 

“What is it that keeps those two 
barrage balloons from sailing away 
into the great blue yonder?” Rave 
nel B. Perk wanted to know. 

“A couple of big strong winches,” 
he was told, “down by the rail- 
road tracks.’ 

Perk, retired genes tee of 
Talking Rock, Ga., never won a 
spelling bee in his life, but he 
fancies himself as quite a card 
with the ladies. So he started out 
forthwith to see what he could 
find out about the pair of winches. 

And here is what he found: 

Not two winches, but one. The 
one winch which takes care of the 
balloons is driven by a gasoline 
engine and not by feminine in- 
tuition. 
in a mess without the assistance 
of the balloon crew—all from the 
317th Anti-Aircraft Barrage Bal- 
loon Corps, VLA—the mystic ini- 
tials meaning “very low altitude,” 
which is what the Army calls the 
2,250 at which these barrage bal- 
loons normally float. 


MACON BOY IN CHARGE 
Lieutenant Marvin J. Jones, a 
Macon, Ga., boy, is in charge of 
the detachment. He was formerly 
athletic director of Lanier High 
school and once served as secre- 
tary of the Georgia Interscholastic 
Athletic Association. With him on 
this assignment are T/Sergeant 
Clifton L. Pierce, of Springfield, 
Mo.; Corporal Carl Cooper, of 
York, Pa.; Corporal James Fisher, 
of Kankakee, Ill., and Corporal Al- 
vin Mlekowski, of Chicago. 
These are the men who let the 
balloons arise each morning at 8 
a. m., weather permitting, to re- 
mind Atlanta people of their 
privilege of buying war bonds.

morrow. 
TANDEM FORMATION 

These balloons are floated in 
tandem formation, one above the 
other. and that’s. why one winch 
can do the job. In actual com- 
bat areas, the restraining cables 
would be wired to bombs which, 
in case an enemy airplane came 
into contact with the cables, would 
cause more than a little damage to 
the enemy craft. 

In case you’ve had any argu- 
ment about it, and haven't ob- 
served one of these balloons close 
up, they are 35 feet long and 15 
feet in diameter; they are inflated 
with helium gas and one filling 
lasts them more than one day in 
the air. Some mornings the bal- 
loons get a little shot of helium 
so they can hang over properly. 

All the crew were trained at 
Camp Tyson, Tenn., the country’s 
only balloon school. 

Part of the course consisted of 
instructions about how to handle 
winches. 

But the boy~ say the training 
doesn’t do much good unless you 
know how to spell the word and 
— yourself to those limita- 

ons.

U. S. Will - Pay 
State $550,000

Under a consent decree signed by 
Federal Judge A. B. Lovett here 
today, the United States govern- 
ment will pay the Georgia state 
highway department $550,000 for 
highways taken over in the Camp 
Stewart area.
